THE DIALOGUE BETWEEN INDUSTRIALIZED AND DEVELOPING NATIONS 
ON FUTURE WORLD ECONOMIC RELATIONSHIPS WHICH HAS JUST STARTED 
IN PARIS IS TAKING PLACE WITHIN FOUR SPECIALIZED COMMISSIONS, 
THE DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION, EQUAL IN STATUS WITH THOSE ON 
ENERGY, RAW MATERIALS AND FINANCIAL MATTERS, COVERS THE 
VITAL AREAS OF TRADE, TECHNOLOGY TRANSFERS AND FOOD PRODUCTION, 
VOA'S JOHN BUE HAS THIS BACKGROUND REPORT: 

VOICE: 

THE COMMISSION, CHAIRED BY THE COMMON MARKET AND 
ALGERIA, WILL SET UP ITS OWN WORK PROGRAM, BUT AN EXAMINATION 
OF THE DEVELOPED NATIONS' SUBJECTS FOR DISCUSSION AND THOSE 
PROPOSED BY THE UNITED STATES, HIGHLIGHTS A STRIKING 
PARALLELISM IN GENERAL APPROACH, 

THE DEVELOPING NATIONS HAVE AT THE TOP OF THEIR LIST 
IMPROVED TRADE TERMS AND FULL ACCESS TO DEVELOPED NATIONS' 
MARKETS, AT HIS SPEECH LAST YEAR AT THE UNITED NATIONS 
SPECIAL SESSION ON DEVELOPMENT, SECRETARY KISSINGER SUGGESTED 
THAT THERE SHOULD BE A FUNDAMENTAL CHANGE IN THE WORLD 
TRADING SYSTEM TO PROVIDE VARIOUS FORMS OF PREFERENTIAL 
TREATMENT FOR DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. IN JANUARY THIS YEAR, 
THE UNITED STATES ADOPTED A GENERALIZED SYSTEM OF PREFERENCE 
WHICH IS TO FACILITATE THE ENTRY INTO THE UNITED STATES OF 
DEVELOPING NATIONS’ PRODUCTS, DOCTOR KISSINGER ALSO 


INDICATED THAT THE UNITED STATES IS PREPARED TO DISCUSS 
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THE LOWERING OF TRADE BARRIERS ON GOODS PROCESSED OR 
MANUFACTURED IN DEVELOPING NATIONS. THE DEVELOPING NATIONS 
WANT TO INCREASE THEIR PROCESSING ACTIVITIES AND GENERAL 
INDUSTRIALI ZATION, 

ON ANOTHER ISSUE OF MAJOR IiiPORTANCE TO THE DEVELOPING 
NATIONS, DOCTOR KISSINGER SAID THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
MUST UNDERTAKE A NEW APPROACH TO REDUCE THE DRASTIC FLUCTUATIONS 
IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES' EXPORT EARNINGS, 

STILL ANOTHER CONCERN WHICH THE UNITED STATES CLEARLY 
SHARES WITH THE DEVELOPING NATIONS IS THE TRANSFER OF 
TECHNOLOGY. BOTH THE GROUP OF NINETEEN AND DOCTOR KISSINGER 
STRONGLY ADVOCATE A STRENGTHENING OF EXISTING INTERNATIONAL 
INSTITUTIONS FOR THIS PURPOSE Ai!D THE CREATION OF NEW 
INSTITUTIONS, 

SECRETARY KISSINGER'S PROPOSALS INCLUDE A NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ENERGY INSTITUTE TO HELP DEVELOPING COUNTRIES IN PLANNING 
NATIONAL ENERGY PROGRAMS AND TO DIVERSIFY THEIR ENERGY SOURCES, 
AN INTERNATIONAL INDUSTRIALIZATION INSTITUTE SPECIALIZED IN 
DEVELOPING NATIONS' PROBLEMS AND AN INTERNATIONAL CENTER 
FOR THE EXCHANGE OF TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION, 

THE NINETEEN DEVELOPING NATIONS ALSO GIVE HIGH PRIORITY 
TO AGRICULTURE AND THE SUPPLY OF FOOD, HERE AGAIN, A 
SIMILAR EMPHASIS IS TO BE FOUND IN SECRETARY KISSINGER'S 
ADDRESS TO THE UNITED NATIONS, HE PLEDGES STEPPED-UP U.S, 
SUPPORT FOR A BATTERY OF SPECIALIZED INSTITUTES DEALING WITH 
SUCH SUBJECTS AS MAIZE AND WHEAT, RICE, FARMING IN TROPICAL, 
SEMI-ARID AND DRY AREAS, PEST CONTROL, ANIMAL DISEASES, 


AND OTHER SPECIALIZED AREAS. 
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HE PROPOSES ALSO COOPERATION BETWEEN AMERICAN UNIVERSITIES 
SPECIALIZED IN AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH AND SCIENTISTS FROM 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO ADAPT THIS RESEARCH TO CONDITIONS 
WHICH PREVAIL THERE. WHILE PROVIDING FOOD AID TO EIGHTY 
COUNTRIES AROUND THE WORLD, THE U.S, SUPPORTS MANY SCHEMES 
FOR INCREASING FOOD PRODUCTION IN THE DEVELOPING WORLD. 
IT HAS PROPOSED THAT F.A.O, SET A GOAL OF REDUCING 
POST-HARVEST FOOD LOSSES BY FIFTY PER CENT OVER THE 
NEXT TEN YEARS, DOCTOR KISSINGER ALSO INDICATED THE UNITED 
STATES PLANS TO CONTRIBUTE TO A LARGE INTERNATIONAL 
FUND FOR AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT WHICH DEVELOPING NATIONS 
WOULD LIKE TO SEE SET UP AS SOON AS POSSIBLE.
